Clarke Woods Being Tried for 
; Murder. 


The regular mecting of the assize 

court commenced yesterday morning, 
when Chief Justice Harvey presided. 
The criminal docket is an unusually 
heavy one, consisting as it’ does of 
twenty-six charges, most of which 
are of a serious nature. The most 
serious case of all, is the charge of 
murder whjch has been brought 
against. Clarke Weods, who is alleg- 
ed’ to -have killed Hector Murray, a 
contractor, working for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, by hitting 
*him on the head with a bottle on 
| August the thirty-first, at Bullocks- 
‘ville, near Alix. The other cases 
include charges of forgery, _ theft, 
obtaining money by false pretences, 
horse stealing and the robbery of a 
store at Pine Lake. : 

The first case to be called yesterday 
morning Was the case of the King v. 
Woods, in which J. L. Crawford 
prosecuted on behalf. of the Crown, 
while A. A. MacGillivray, of the firm 
of MacGillivray and Robertson, of 
Calgary and Stettler, defended the 
prisoner. Upwards of a dozen jury 
men were either ordered to stand 
aside by the crown or challenged 
by ‘the defence before: the following 
gentlemen were sworn in: . 

B. Buck, H. Raikes, J. P. Gilles- 
pie, BE. Plumb, G. B. Parker and W. 
Speirs. 

J. L. Crawford, in the course - of 
his opening address to the jury, stat- 
ed that the prisoner, Clarke Woods, 
was a man who had been working 
for the firm of contractors known as 
Holmes, ‘Murray and Sharkey, who 
during the month of August of this 
year, were engaged in construction 
work for the G.T.P. near the town 
of Alix. Woods had been working 
for this firm for about a week, when, 
on the morning of August the 31st, 


“| he went, into the office of the book- 


keeper, Walter Wood, and demanded 
his time. Hector Murray, the mar 
whom Woods:is alleged to have mur- 
dered, remonstrated with him, tell 
ing him that he should, at any rate, 
see that a load of hay which he had 
oveeturned a few milee from camp, 
was brought in safely. 

In the afternoon of the same day, 
Woods arrived at a place up in- the 
grade near the Murray camp, bring- 
ing with him four men, two of 
whom were armed with small clubs. 
Woods asked Murray once more for 
his time, saying that he had $5.50 
coming to him, and that if he did 
not get it, he would hit Murray with 
a bottle of whisky which he held in 
his -hand. Murray replied that if 
Woods would go the camp he would 
get his money, and that if Woods 
was trying to scare him, he was 
making a mistake. A few moments 
later Woods “hit Murray with — the 
bottle, and A. E. Marshall, the resi- 
dent engineer-of the G.T.P., who 
had driven Murray over from the 
town, paid Woods the $5.50. Woods 
retired with his companions, stating 
that he had got his money, which 
was all he wanted. Hector Murray 
died seven hours afterwards. 

Walter Wood, the bookkeeper of 
Holmes, Murray and Sharkey, was 
the first witness. He told the court 
that Woods came in and asked for 
his time, and that when he left 
his office, Murray and the prisoner, 
Wood, were in amicable conversation. 

The next witness, E. A. Marshall, 
the resident engineer of the G.T.P., 
related the story of the crime, of 
which he was an eye-witness. His 
testimony bore out Mr. Crawford's 
speech, and was to the effect that he 
had driven Mr. Murrayto a ‘‘borrow- 
git’’ on the grade where his men 
were working. On their way from 
Alix they met Woods and four other 
men, and after they had been at the 
pit for a short time, Woods and the 
other four men came upon the scene. 
he conversation then took _ place 
between Woods and Murray which 
has been related above, and Woods 
turned to his friends, saying “What 
shall I do?’ One of them replied 
“Get your money, kid, that’s what 
you came for-” 

Woods then hit Murray 
bottle, and Murray fell to the 
ground and lay unconscious for a 
minute or more. When he came to, 
he lit a cigar, concluded his — busi- 
ness with one of his workmen nam- 
ed Sturtevant, climbed into the rig, 


with the 


and, for the time, seemed none the 
worse for the blow. Later, how- 
sick, 


ever, he was taken violently 
and when he reached the camp — he 
felt so bad that he was taken into 
Alix, where he passed into a state of 
coma from which he never recovered. 


-J. Sturtevant was the next wit- 
ness. He also was_ present when 
Woods hit Murray, but he did not 


actually see the blow struck. He 
stated that Woods came up behind 
Murray in the first instance. Carl 
Johnstone, Fred Johnstone, and J. 
Sutter accompanied Woods from the 
town to the spot where he hit Mur- 
ray, also described how the prisoner 
inflicted the fatal blow. 

This concluded the evidence with 
reference to the infliction of the 
injury, and Mr. Crawford called Dr. 
Denovan, of Stettler, Dr. Parsons, 
of Red Deer, ant’ Dr. Franket, of 
Stettler, all of whom testified that 


Hector Murray had died from the 
effects of a blow on the temple, 
which had fractured the skull and 


-eaused a clot to form on the brain. 
The brain of the deceased was

A sad and fatal accident happened 
Saturday evening, whereby Thomas 
Brown, one of the best known and 
highly respected farmers of the Red 
Deer district, lost: his life. : 
_Mr. Brown’ was in town making 
purchases and settling accounts Sat- 
urday afternoon, little dreaming of 
impending disaster. He took home 
with him a quantity of lumber and 
some groceries, ‘nails, dnd _ other 
things on top of the load, and it is 
thought that in trying to ‘keep these 
things on the load he fell off, and 
was run over by the wagon. He was 
found lying in the road by Mr. 
Howerth and taken to Mr. Mec 
Connell’s, when Dr. Parsons was 
called by phone, but he was dead 
before the doctor got to the house. 
The horses were found a short dis- 
tance further on, the load still on 
the wagon. Coroner Dr. George was 
called, but learning all the facts, did 
not deem an inquest necessary. 

The funeral service took place yes- 
terday afternoon at Stone’s  under- 
taking parlors, Rev. Mr. Brown con- 
ducting the service, The body was 
shipped last night to Grundy Centre. 
Iowa, his old home, for burial. 

Deceased was born in Lanceshire, 
England, in 1844, and settled in Illi- 
nois, U.S., in 1854. He enlisted in 
the American Federal army,Company 
G 18th Towa, during the civil war 
in 1862 and was honorably discharg- 
ed in 1865. He fought under Grant 
and ‘Sherman, atAndersonville, Char- 


leston, Florence and Richmond, and 
was captured at Atlanta.’ 

He was twice married,. first to 
Ellen Bixby in 1866, who died in 


1480, and in 1882 to Lydia M. Wil- 
son, who, with three sons, Thomas 
Everett, Lyle Edward and Leo B., 
survive him. 

He was deputy sheriff of Grundy 
1881-3, and — sheriff 
from 1883-5. He always took a 
keen interest in politics, and was an 
adherent of the Democrat party. He 
moved ‘to Red Deer, Alberta, in 
1899, and took up his residence in 
Valley Centre, east of town, in Hills- 
down country. He has always been 
prominent in his district, president 
of the Conservative club, chairman 
of the School Board, member of the 
U.F.A. and a strong supporter of 
the old agricultural society. 

Deceased will be missed in Valley 
Centro.and. Red Deer; and the -sym- 
pathy of the News goes out to the 
bereaved widow and family in their 
great affliction.

COUNCILLOR CARSCALLEN’S 
VIEWS. 


To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir:—May I be permittrd to 
make a few remarks with reference 
to your editorial in your last issue 
re. Laurier arch accounts. My pur- 
pose is not to defend the Council 
against the charge of having com- 
mitted a breach of trust, for if 
that were necessary there are older 
members of the Board who could 
more appropriately do so ‘than I, 
nor is it my object to justify my 
own action in assenting to the 
motion that you condemn so strong- 
ly. But as a member of the Special 
Committee appointed by the Coun- 
cil to arrange the Laurier civic 
reception, perhaps I can throw some 
light on this question and correct 
misapprehension on the part of the 
public. In my opinion your editorial 


does not truly state the case, at 
least does nor give all the facts 
bearing upon the matter, without 


which the public are not in a pos- 
ition to fairly judge of the Council’s 
action. 

You refer to ‘The Laurier Arch 
built by the Liberal Association.” 
To say the least this is misleading 
and hardly a fair way of putting it, 
While a good deal of the work was 
done by individual members of the 
Liberal Association, to be fair, this 
was the only sense in which it was 
a Liberal arch. 


The Council unanimously decided 


in view of the Premier's extended 
visit to tender him a suitable civic 
reception. Before any programme 


was arranged and before it was pos- 
sible for anyone to estimate what 
would' be involved, the sum of $200 
was appropriated for the purpose. 
It was first proposed that the Town 
erect a small single arch across Ross 


the Mayor, Councillor Gaetz and my- 
self. After conferring with the other 
committee it was considered advis- 
able to build one large arch. Mr. J. 
L. Crawford as a member of the 
joint committee was appointed to 
superintend the decorating of same. 
It was-particularly stipulated and 
agreed to by all that the arch would 
be decorated with no political mot. 
toes and that it would reflect 

welcome of the citizens only, | 


the 

and 

that it was to be essentially a civic 

arch. I think the most critical will 

agree that this was carried out to 
the letter. 

At this time it was impossible to 

get anything like a definite estimate 

of the cost and have the undertaking 


completed in time. Our committce 
felt that with the change of scheme 
the Council’s appropriation would be 
altogether inadequate to meet our 
legitimate share of the cost and we 
felt sure that the grant would be 
increased. We did not absolutely 
commit ourselves but intimated to 
the other committee that the . Coun- 
cil would bear at least half the ex- 
pense of the arch. 

I need not, say anything about the 
value of the arch to the town, except 
that the commissioners were proud 
enough of it to have special photos 
taken and distributed to the leading 
papers throughout the country, in 
several of which splendid cuts were 
printed advertising it as ‘‘Red Deer’s 
Civic Arch.” Personally, I believe 
the Town got more than value for 
every dollar expended. 

That it cost too much I am free 
to admit, as is invariably the case 
in public work of this kind, con- 
structed hurriedly and for a_ special 
purpase, though I do not think any 
of those in charge were responsible 
for this. 

From the reading of your article it 
might be inferred that the Liberal 
Association contributed nothing, or 
but very little, towards the demon- 
stration, and that the Council were 
hypnotized by an ‘“‘astute and clever 
iawyer’’ into paying ‘‘the whole 
shot.’’ The statements presented to 
the Council showed that they put 
up in cash considerably more than 
we did, though the arch was the 
outstanding feature of the two days’ 
demonstration. I hardly think I will 
be accused of holding any brief for 
the Liberal Association but I simply 
desire that the facts be known and 
that justice be done to all concerned. 

The statements presented showed a 
shortage of $405 which the Council 
assumed. The total cost of the arch 
was $496. Outside of this the Coun- 
cil had spent $106 on sundry mat- 
ters connected with the reception. 
So that on a basis of bearing one 
half of the cost of the arch we were 
increasing our appropriation by $157 
instead of ‘forking over $400" as you 
state. 

We were not bound to do this, ex- 
cept the obligation to pay far value 
received, but after getting all the 
facts and figures the Council felt that 
it was a reasonable request, and with 
one exception voted the additional 
amount, and as the public now know 
that one member merely asked to be 
excused from voting, on the ground 
that he had no opinion either for 
or agaibst it.

(Note—Councillor Carscallen hand- 
ed in the above too late for critic- 
ism Monday on our editorial page, 
We are pleased to publish it. First- 
ly, he admits the committee intim- 
ated to the Liberal committee the 
Town would bear half the cost of 
the arch, without consulting the 
Council. This was wrong. Secondly, 
he claims the total cost of the 
arch was $496. The Liberal Associ- 
ation statement claims it cost 
$561.73. Thirdly, he says the Town 
spent $106 on sundry matters con- 
nected with the reception, and after 
paying for half the arch spent some 
$157 more for more sundries unmen- 
tionable. If Mr. Carscallen would 
stick to the fact that the town paid 
for the entire arch, he would appear 
to better advantage than to be wan- 
dering all over the footstool to find 
excuse for furnishing the Liberal 
party with funds from the public 
chest to play high jinks at the ex- 
pense of the ratepayers.—Ed.)

THE LAURIER ARCH ACCOUNTS 

The Advocate chides the News for 
not opening its mouth in criticism of 
the Council the whole year. - Foxy 
News ! It apparently wasn’t neces- 
sary. 

The Advocate puts up the same 
defence of the payment of the Laurier 
arch accounts as the Liberal associ- 
ation, namely, that’ the town was 
benefitted and the town should pay 
the piper. 

Jn criticizing this stand last week, 
we stated clearly we had no-sym- 
pathy with it, and it was not just to 
the towa. We still hold this opinion. 

We do not think the grant by the 
Council was proper, nor do we think 
it was legal. 

Every time the publicity movement 
shows its head and citizens are 
about unanimous to aid the idea 
along, some foolish scheme like this 
arch account crops up to take the 
people’s money and to put a damper 
on the movement indefinitely. 

The town made a grant of $200 
last July on the recommendation of 
the commissioners. It was thought 
the reception would cost $500, there- 
fore the towm was willing to pay 
two-fifths. But the reception, by 
reckless extravagence or foolish ex- 
penditure, amounted instead to some- 
thing like $1190, and the Advocate 
figures it out that it is perfectly 
just for the town to keep pace with 
the politicians, and the more money 
they spend the bigger proportion of 
that expenditure should be borne 
by the town. The whole thing is 
preposterous, and the most glaring 
piece of reckless expenditure of pub- 
lic funds, in our opinion, that has 
ever taken place in the Council. 

Nor is this all: While the Council 
virtually paid for the entire arch, 
the lumber in the arch was sold and 
the funds derived therefrém placed 
to the credit of the Liberal associ- 
ation. Then there were hundreds of 
flags purchased for the arch that 
were stored away for a future Liber- 
al’ demonstration. Also, we under- 
stand, a couple of hundred Chinese 
lanterns were charged up to the arch 
that were not used on it but were 
used on private grounds instead. 

These are things the people are 
talking about. Then there was a 
cheque of a leading Liberal 
honored, as shown by the statement 
laid before the Council, and — this 
would constitute part of the money 
the town was justified in making 
good to the Liberal association, ac- 
cording to the Advocate.

Not only is the manufacturer pro- 
tected by a high tariff wall by the 
Laurier government, but manufac 
turers aro allowed a rebate to the 
extent of tax on their raw product, 
thus imposing a higher tax on tho 
farmers. This is how the rebate 
works out: During the year ending 
March 30th, 1909, the International 
Harvester Co. received a rebate of 
$21,557 off the duties paid by that 
company on imported raw material 
entering into the manufacture of its 
finished products. In the same year 
the Massey-Harris Co. received re- 
bates to the extent of $99,855 throug 
bates to the exfnt of $99,855 
through its Toronto factory and 
$76 118 at its Brantford establish- 
ment. The aggregates of the rebates 
allowed in these three cases is nearly 
$200,800. 


DRUMMOND AND ARTHABASKA.

Thursday last the electors of Drum 
mond ard Arthabaska spoke in no 
uncertain voice as to their choice 
of a sitting member, and the Libera] 
candidate was snowed under by over 
200 majority, this in a constituency 
that normally gives Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier a majority of over one thous- 
and votes. 

There was remarkable interest tak- 
en in this contest throughout Cana- 
da, as it was being contested by a 
Nationalist, a great friend of Mr. 
Bourassa, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
had done all in his power to defeat 
the Nationalist candidate. 

It was in this constituency that 
Sir Wilfrid himself sustained defeat 
in 1877; a defeat from which the 
Mackenzie goveroment never recover- 
ed. It may well, therefore, be taken 
as a symptom that his own actions 
are meeting with the deserts they 
deserve, as he has ever played into 
the hands of this very element that 
may be his downfall. 

To such a pass had this been car- 
ried that Mr. Oliver Asselin himself, 
a Nationalist, said: ‘‘ At the federal 
elections in 1908 the barefaced racial 
appeals of Laurierite papens and 
politicians throughout 
French Canada had become a matter 
of shame fr all self respecting French 
Canadians. All the more as _ these 
loot-seeking wreckers of national 
unity were passing as the cham- 
pions of mutual forbearance _ before 
the country.” 

It does look’ as though the chick- 
ens were coming home to roost for 
the Laurier govermiment, and many 
predict that this defect can only 
have one ending, and the days of the 
Laurier regime are practically num- 
bered.

Captain Prettyman, of the Royal 
Navy, calculates that it costs about 
$500,000 a year to maintain a_ war-

LIBERAL HOLD ON QUEBEC “IS 
LOST. 


Victoriaville, .Que., Nov. 3—The 
first appeal to French-Canadians on 
the naval policy.resulted today _ in 
the defeat of the government. Gilbert 
the Nationalist. candidate, was elect- 
ed by a majority estimated at 200. 

‘So far-as telephonic results go, it 
is shown that Gilbert, won in both 
Arthabasca and Drummond counties. 
Drummond, that traditional home of 
Liberalism, made a change, and gave 
a majority of 50 for Gilbert. 

Really the sweeping victory of the 
Nationalists surprised them as much 
as it did the Liberals. ,Few of them 
had looked for more than a reduction 
of the Liberal majority, and it was 
even said that they had chosen a 
weak candidate in order to 
explain away the expected defeat. It 
was the great silent vote of the 
people which made the turnover, from 
a Liberal majority of almost 850 in 
1908 to an adverse majority of 200 
today. 

One of the greatest surprises of 
the election was the English-speaking: 
vote. There are about 500 English- 
speaking electors in the riding and it 
was thought that the anti-imperial- 
istic appeals of the Nationalists 
would have turned these solidly to 
the Liberal banner, but this was not 
the case, and apparently a majority 
of them voted as they were used to, 
against the government. 

In the two recognized English- 
speaking divisions, Tingwick gave a 
majority of nine for Perrault, while 
Stremi gave a majority of 26 to 
Gilbert. Alverton, which is largely 
English, gave only 1 for Perrault. 

Arthabaskaville itself, the pre- 
mier’s home, furnished another  sur- 
prise, and gave a majority of 25 for 
Perrault. This is the first time 
since 1877 that the parish has given 
a Liberal majority.

Voters in each 
riding should know the candidates 
well‘ enough to sixe up their pro- 
fessions and guage the situation ac- 
cordingly. The cities and big towns 
will mostly stand for protection. 
The pressure for a _ revision of 
tariff downward must come from the 
rural constituencies in the east as 
well as in the west. 


According to the census of 1901, 
Drummond and Arthabaska has a 
total population of 44,484.

FLOUR MILL FORSRED DEER. 


Alberta Pacific Elevator Co. 
{0 Install Plant. 


Geo. W. Greene, President of the 
Board of Trade, who has been very 
diligent in his efforts to secure a 
mill in Red Deer, informs us_ that 
the Alberta Pacific Elevator Com- 
pany have decided to install a grist- 
ing plant in connection with their 
elevator here, and have already or- 
dered the necessary machinery.
